The 
committee appointed last night by the 
teamsters' joint council divided itself 
into^ sub-committees, all of which made 
calls upon the different employers in 
trying- to arrange some method of end- 
ing the difficulty. 


Their -work was not completed to- 


night and no definite agreement with 
the employers has been reached. 


To many indications of the end of the 
strike is at hand. The express com- 
panies for the first time since \he 
strike commenced resumed the delivery 
of products to the commission houses 
today. 


The union teamsters employed by the 


commission houses who had all along 
threatened to strike if such deliveries 
were made by the express companies 
with non union drivers, offered no ob- 
jection and continued their work as 
usual.

Growners and Marketmen decided to- 
day to inform the 
striking1 mineis 


that aid heretofore extended them 
will be withdrawn. 


The giocers and marketmen declined 


during the strike to receive goods from 
houses against which a boycott had 
been ordered, but they now 
declare 


that they have proof that the families 
of the stnkers are now receiving goods 
from boycotted stores.

The bullet entered 
her left breast, missing the heart 
by a few Inches and emerged 
just below the shoulder blade. 
Her condition is regarded as very 
critical 
The ball passed through 


her lungs and her chances for 
life are very slim. 


It is said that this is the sec- 


ond attempt made by Mrs. Bur- 
nett upon her life, having once 
before attempted to kill herself 
in Reno. Her husband, who is 
a gambler, came here from Reno 
a month ago, and she followed 
him, 
arriving last week. 


In a letter addressed to her 


husband she asked that her body 
be Interred at her old home at 
Baker City, Oregon. She assign- 
ed no reason for her rash act, 
declaring to the physicians to- 
day that she was sorry that she 
had not succeeded in ending it 
all 


Mr Burnett was regarded here 


as an excellent husband. 
He 


is not a drinking man and ap- 
peared to have treated her well 
at the hotel here. Burnett had 
been in good spirits since coin- 
ing to Truckee and" an air of 
mystery surrounds the case. It 
is believed, however, that Mrs.

Former United State-s Minister Bowen 


Considered by the President as Un- 


loyal to His Country 


WASHINGTON, June 20—The dis- 


missal of Herbert Bowen, for Borne 
years United States minister to Vene- 
uela, and the exoneration of Assistant 
Secretary of State Francis rx>omi» of 
the allegations brought against htm by 
Bowen are the outcome of the Loomls- 
Bowen controversy. 


This disposition of the case le made 


by Presidenb Roosevelt in a letter ad- 
dressed to Secretary Taft, made pub- 
lic tonight, approving of Taft's report 
on his findings and conclusions. 


President Roosevelt scathingly ar- 


raigns Bowen, declaring that his con- 
duct Is "especially reprehensible" In 
that Bowen asked one of his witnesses 
to enter the employ of a certain com- 
pany for the purpose "In plain words" 
of stealing documents which he hoped 
might incriminate I/oomis and that 
Bowen "has evidently for many months 
and indeed for Ihe last two years, de- 
voted himself" 1o hunting up scandal 
and gossip until it became a mono- 
mania and caused him to "show com- 
piete disloyalty" to the country which 
he represented. 


President Roosevelt says 
he 
had 


hoped to promote Bowen, as during1 
much of his service he had done good 
work, but that Mi usefulness in dln- 
lomatic service is now at an end. 


The President adds that he wouJA 


direct that Bo wen's resignation be r» 
quested, but for his statement tbV1 
he would consider a resignation au 
admission of misconduct and a dis- 
missal is therefore ordered. 


The letter quotes from the corre- 


spondence and testimony. The Presi- 
dent states that It appears that Bowen 
while minister secured the publica- 
tion of attacks on Loomis and furnish- 
ed to the presq documents pending be- 
f01 e the state department for approval 
and that his explanation is inexcusable 
and shows his "entire unfitness" for the 
service.

House breakers and sneak thieves 


have been holding high carnival in this 
city/during the last week. Scarcely a 
day has passed that a robbery of some 
house in the residence portion of the 
•city has not been reported, and in 
nearly every case, 'thieves have made 
a good haul and made a clean escape 
without being seen. 
From the similarity of the charac- 


ter of their work it is certain that a 
' silick gang of house breakers has been 
making this city a rendevous for the 
last week or ten days. 
Saturday evening the Ixiring house 


•was burglarized. Sunday evening the 
Shearer home was broken into and 
Monday afternoon the Dickie house 
was made a target for operation by 
the thieves. 
In each case .the house 
breakers 


have waited until the building was 
deserted and while unoccupied they 
would effect an entrance through one 
of the rear windows, with the aid of 
& 'jimmy, if necessary, and leisurely 
make an inspection of the premises.

' From the character of the burglaries 
it is believed that the gang which has 
been operating here are well organized 
and a little above the .average gang 
of house breakers. 
They eschew such

When he perfects the variety he in- 


tends to correspond with Butbank, the 
California wizard of horticulture, and 
present to the Callfornian some grafts 
from his new variety of the most beau- 
tiful of all flowers, the r'oae. He in- 
tends to name the plant in honor of 
the locality in which the rose
